At 
present, its mathematical course begins too 
low and ends too low. ‘It seems very desir- 
able that candidates for admission to the 
freshman class should pass a substantial 
examination, not only in the subjects now 
required, but in algebra, at least to quadratic 
equations and in plane geometry. It would 
then be possible to find a place in the course 
for analytical and descriptive geometry, and 
possibly for the elements of the calculus. 
rhe introduction of these topics is urged, 
not for dispiay, not even for the discipline, 
which it is now fashionable to deny them, 
but becuse they are implements most u-e- 
ful and necessary for performing subsequent 
work, Without their aid the student of 
to-day, in any department of mechanics, 
physics or engineering, labors at an immense 
disadvantage, and this the more because he 
does not even know what help they might 
afford him. 

Tf these ad:litional requirements should in 
any case delay a student in the public school 
at his own ome fur another year, it is quite 
possible that such delay would be fully com- 
pensated by the greater maturity with which 
he would come to all the studies of his col 

legiate course, to say nothing of the better 
judgment with which he would meet the 
temptations of college life.” 


We come now to Chemistry, as this seems 
thing. This department is under the charge | 
of Prof. Charles A. Goessmann, a man of rare 
accomplishments, both of a scientific and 
practical character. He is doing a grand 
work there, not only in teaching and inter- 
esting the students in this science, but in 
original investigations of commercial fertil- 
izers. Of the course in chemistry, Prof. 
Goessmann says : 

“ The instruction in chemistry begins with 
the freshman year, and cofftinues until the 
second term of the sophomore year. Three 
terms are devot.d to lectures, with experi- 
mental illustrations, and to recitations on 
these lectures, five hours each week being 
occupied for that purpose. The practical 
exercises begin with the last term in the 
freshman year, and continue for three con- 
secutive terms, engaging each week six to 


more than he gets.

influences of the physical agencies, as heat, 
light, magnetism and electricity, on chemical 
phenomena. The chemistry of elementary 
substances, with practical illustrations, occu- 
pies the second term. The third term is 
devoted to organic chemistry, with particular 
reference to agricultural and industrial appli- 
cations. The laboratory exercises of the 
first and second term are occupied with the 
study of the properties of the basic oxides 
and the acids in their isolated condition and 
in mixtures. The last term is turned to 
account for the examination of important 
industrial products, commercial fertilizers 
and soils. hese examinations are rendered 
more instructive by a week!y lecture on the 
chemistry of the soil and of fertilizers, with 
experimental illustrations in quantitative 
analysis. ‘Towne’s Elementary Chemistry, 
by Bridges. and Roscoe’s Elementary Chem- 
istry (latest edition), are recommended as 
books of reference in theoretical chemistry,— 
Will’s Analytical Tables in laboratory prac- 
tice. The instructions throughout are given 
with particular reference to the relations of 
chemistry to agriculture and the allied 
branches ot industry. Blackboard notes 
quite frequently occupy the place of the text 
book, and the students are expected to copy 
and pass an examination on them. Those 
who are sufficiently advanced are instructed 
in quantitative analysis. I do not favor 
many exercises in quantitative analysis for 
the entire class, since the benefits derived 
from it do not compensate for the sacrifice 
of time for those who pursue the regular 
course of instruction. Whatever might be 
accomplished in that direction would be at 
the expense of efficiency in qualitative analy- 
sis, which is, after all, the first req.ireme t 
of a good chemist. Opportunity is also 
offered for private instruction, concerning 
specia: branches of industry, to those who 
desire them.”

GOOD GRASS WINTER.

Owing to the dry weather the past three 
years, it has been difficult to eonduct experi- 
ments with manures, and reach anything lik+ 
reliable results. Hundreds of farmers have 
been misled, and have condemned as worth- 
less manurial substances which had positive 
value, but which needed the usual meteoro 

logical agencies to render them assimilable. 
Farm dung and stable manures, as well as 
chemical fertilizers, have not exerted their 
full influence upon soils to which they have 
beeg applied, beca se of the absence of rain. 
Chis season they have been thoroughly sub- 
jected to the action of water, and crops have 
been benefitted by the dormant manurial 
agents applied two or three years ago.— 
Manures are not lost which do not act 
promptly, unless they are blown away by 
winds, or are washed into brooks in sudden 
and violent showers, which sometimes fall 
upon the baked earth in summer.

| deprived of all means of getting food. 
| Pheasants live upon the buds and young 
branches of fruit trees and the soft leaves of 
evergreens and can keep themselves alive in 
this way; but the quail does not, and must 
die in very cold weather when snow prevails. 
Not all the prohihitory laws in the world will 
save this beautiful, friendly and excellent 
bird, unless it is artificialiy fed by the farmers 
and all others who have the opportunity. A 
bare spot should be made in the snow at a 
proper distance from the outbuildings, which 
should be twice a week supplied with screen- 
ings of any kind, spoilt corn, oats, buck- 
wheat, etc. They become very tame and are 
very good friends of the farmers, in destrov- 
ing injurious insects in their season. No 
respectable farmer will trap the poor birds at 
such a season, even if the law did not punish 
it, but on the contrary, will assist in this 
inexpensive way of multiplying the hird to 
he hunted or killed only in the proper season. 
Remember it is severe winters, snow and 
starvation to which the quail succumbs, and 
no prohibitory laws agiinst shooting it in 
the proper season, will increase the number 
in the face of these destroyers.

PURE AND CHEAP MILK. 


In London the names of those who are 
known to sell adulterated milk are published 
monthly, and. it is said, with rood effect. 
The plan has heen attempted in some of the 
cities of the United States, but only par- 
tially, and with limited success. There is in 
London a company—the Aylesbury Dairy 
Company—which occupies premises cover- 
ing an area of fifty acres of ground, this 
system heing to procure and distribute milk 
from reliable sources and of an assured good 
quality, at rates which shall he reasonable 
remunerative to dairymen, and at the same 
time secure customers against extortion 
from speculators, middlemen and others. 
The company has heen in operation long 
enough to have tested its practicability and 
heneficent effects, and it now supplies sever- 
al thousand families once, twice, an] in some 
instances, three times a day, with pure milk. 
It oommerced with a canital of fifty thous- 
and dollars, but that has been increased to 
five hundred thousand, upon which a divi- 
den: of ten per cent. is paid. The price of 
milk furnished by the company has never 
exceeded eight cents a quart, The purity of 
milk may easily be determined bv ascertain- 
ing the per-centage of cream and solid mat- 
ter which it gives. Genuine milk will aver- 
age ten per cent. of cream and twelve per 
cent. of solid matter. Any milk with less 
cream and solid natter than this has been 
skimmed or watered.

AN OPEN SHED FOR STOCK. 


A warm shed, open at one place large 
enough for ingress and egress, is a better 
place for stock than is generally thought by 
rigid disciplinarians who favor the confine- 
ment system. We can hring to mind not a 
few such cases where ashed, closely boarded 
and ceiled, with fodder overhead, the open- 
ing to the east or south, afforded a comfort 
that isa pleasure to think of. The place 
was warm, made warmer by the atock, soft 
hedled and well aired (hy the entrance,) 
without over much circulation; thus com- 
fortable in the coldest weather, and in 
storma, of course a perfect protection. But 
your stock must not be crowded. We have 
had occasion, in our early experience, to 
separate the most unruly members, and thus 
found all peaceable and harmonious. Racks 
for feeding were provided along the inside 
of the building, giving plenty-of space, as the 
whole shed was thus arranged. There was 
straw used for catching the urine and dung, 
and this removed as required—a compost 
heap thus being made which saved well the 
substance of the manure, and converted 
readiiy the straw into the same.— Kx,

the best and handsomest fowls, and save 
only the mean and scraggy ones to breed 
from. This is precisely the way to run out 
your stoek ; for ike tends to breed like, and 
the result is, that by continually taking away 
.| the best birds, and using the eggs of the 
,| poorest, your flock wiu grow poorer and 
poorer every succeeding year. 

It would seem as though this was too 
plain to be insisted upon, but, in fact, “ line 
upon line” is needed. It is the crying want 
of the poultry upon the farms the country 
through—this careful and intelligent selec- 
tion of the best for breeding. 

Nothing is lost by a little self-denial to 
start with. The extra pound or two of 
-| poultry flesh that you leave on its legs, in- 
stead of sending it to the market, is as good 
seed, and will bring forth ten-fold and 
twenty-fold in your future broods. Save 
your best stock for breeding.—The Poultry 
World. 





Revative Value or Disinrecrants.-- 
The comparative value of the leading disin- 
fectants in use, for disinfecting liquid ma- 
nure&, is thus rated by the Chemical Depar:- 
ment of Public Health at Dresden :

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constituents of plants were looked upon as 
being merely of incidental occurrence, and 
without any essential bearing upon their de- 
velopment but these views have been en- 
tirely changed in the progress of science. 
Numerous and more exact chemical analyses 
of the ashes of plants, which accumu ated 
during the beginning of the present century, 
beyan shen to engage the attention of scien- 
tifle investigators, In comparing the ash. 
constituents of different plants, they soon 
noticed that certain mineral elements were 
present in a more or less conspicuous pro- 
portion in every plant, and the general oc- 
currence of these substances led ultimately 
to the quite natural assumption that their 
presence might be necessary for the per- 
formance of some physiological process of 
vegetable life. Actual experiments. insti- 
tuted under well defined circumstances for 
the purpose of testing this view, proved 
quite conclusively that acertain kind and a 
certain amount of mineral elements are in- 
dispensable for the complete development of 
a plant, and that, in case its own ash-constit- 
uents are not supplied, the plant may come 
to blonming, yet it will not produce a_per- 
fect seed. To Professor Justus vor Liebig, 
before all others, belongs the merit of point- 
ing out these important relations. It can- 
not be without historical interest, at least, to 
recall here the fact that even the use of 
guano was urged by himin 1840, on the 
strength cf his analytical results, and its 
virtues explained by reference to its con- 
stituents, while as yet not one pound of it 
had been used upon the farms of Europe. 
Alexander von Humboldt’s report, in 
1814, concerning the existence of the guano 
beds upon the Chincha Isiands, and the use 
of that substance as a ferti izer by the Peru- 
\ians, had passed by unnoticed. In citing 
this instance it is unnecessary to mention 
that [ am fully aware of the well authenti- 
cated statements that the dung of fowls was 
highly valued many centuries ago by the an- 
cient Romans, and that wood-ashes, bones, 
gypsum, lime, marl, &c., were used more or 
less effectively in agricultural industry pre- 
vious to the period referred to above. Yet 
it will be conceded that their essential rela- 
tions to plant life, as we understand them at 
present, were then unknown. 

The successful introduetion of mineral 
fertilizers for agricultural purposes is one of 
the striking illustrations of the influence 
and the value which exact modes of inquiry, 
with well defined question s, have over mere 
experimenting, without a previous correct 
yay of the agencies and the princi- 
ples involved in the operation. ‘True prog- 
ress in agriculture can in almost every in- 
stance be proved to be the result of the ap- 
preciatfon of such rational modes of investi- 
gation as every braneh of natural and phys- 
ical science has sanctioned in its own field of 
inquiry. To begin with an analysis bas 
proved to be here, as elsewhere in experi- 
mental science, the safest and most economi- 
cal course to secure a desirable foundation 
for synthetical attempts. The recent im- 
provements in general farm management do 
not consist in fhe introduction of any par- 
ticular new system; since to keep up the 
fertility of the soil by fallow and the rota- 
tion of crops, to use irrigation and drainage 
to enrich one portion of the farm lands at 
the expense of another by keeping a certain 
proportion of meadow lands to secure ma- 
nure for the grain lands, [2,000 lbs. hay con- 
tain (Wolff):—Nitrogen. 26.2 pounds; Total 
Ash, 133.2 pounds; Potassa, 34.2 pounds ; 
Lime, 15.4 pounds; Magnesia, 6.6 pounds; 
Phosphoric Acid, 82 pounds; Sulphuric 
Acid, 6.8 pounds ; Silicic Acid, 39.4 pounds. 
he relative proportion of ph: sphorie acid 
to potassa in the produce of the meadows is 
one of the former to four of the latter; in 
the c.se of grain producing lands, one to 
one in wheat and otie to two in Indian corn, | 
or to fertilize the surface soil at the expense 
of the subsoil, either by subsoiling or by 
cultivating deep rooting plants—as lupine, 
esparsette, lucerne, beet roots or red clover, 
ete., for feeding purposes, and in the inter- 
est of fertilization, are all time honored 
modes of operation of more than one thous- 
and years’ standing. What we claim as the 
real progress is a more efficient, because in- 
telligent, use» of their best features. The 
eause of their repeated failures in former 
ages was but a natural consequence of the 
state of general information, and mainly 
due to the want of suitable means for gain- 
ing a clear understunding of their respective 
methods of working. 

The intelligent farmer of the present day 
has greatly improved his chances by calling 
on the scientific investigators in every de- 
partment of natural science to aid him in his 
varied and complicated fields of labor. ‘The 
best experimental resources of the present 
day have served of late as guides in drawing 
more correct deductions, and in arriving 
thus at more reliable results. ‘To study the 
growth of our farm plants under sinuple and 
wel defined circumstances, in the green 
honse and upon the experimental field, and 
to control the results thus obtained carefully 
in their various relations by means of the 
balance in the chemical laboratory, have 
greatly facilitated the discovery of more 
correct interpretations of tacts than 1s pos- 
sible under more complicated circumstances 
in the usual course of general farm opera- 
tions. 

Leaving the improvements of farm imple- 
ments here out of consideration, we may 
safely assert that the main reasons of better 
results in agricultura’ operations, wherever 
carried vn in a rational way, is due to a 
better knowledge regarding the relations of 
vegetable life to the soil, to the air and to 
water, and the various reactions of these 
agencies upon each other, with due appre- 
ciation of the mutual dependency of animals 
and plants in the business of farming Mod- 
ern agriculture recognizes as its basis the 
necessity of a quick restitution to the soil of 
those substances which the crops raised have 
abs:racted. ‘To prove the existence of these 
relations, and teach how to comply with the 
requirements in each particular case, is the 
work of scientific investigations of the pres- 
ent generation. There is no opposition to 
any particular system of farm management, 
each farmer is left to choose an agricultural 
industry best adapted to his natural and per- 
sonal resources, yet ail are restricted by one 
common rule: they have to comply with 
that unalterable relation which exists be- 
tween demand and supply, since each plant, 
although in its own way, tends to exhaust 
the soil sooner or later. 

The rapid and extensive introduction of 
commercial mineral fertilizers is the best 
possible acknowledgment, although fre- 
quently unconsciously given, on the part of 
the practical farmer, regarding his belief in 
the usefulness of science in agriculture. The 
use of these coneentrated fertilizers has 
fairly revolutionized this industry. They 
have proved, wherever judiciously applied, a 
most profitable investment. A new era may 
be dated from the day of théir introduction, 
for the farmer finds bis field of operations 
less restricted than formerly, and being more 
at liberty to choose his crops with reference 
to his markets, is able to make his ayoca- 
tion more remunerative. Their importance 
cannot be over estimated in regard to the 
maintenance of the fertility of our farm 
land, i y as long as still

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Finding ourselves at present better in- 
formed concerning the requirements of a 
complete manure, we know that stable ma- 
nure, although the most complex of our 
common fertilizers, can only in exceptional 
cases claim that title. As its composition 
depends mainly on the food consumed and 
substance used as an absorber of the animal 
secretions, its commercial value varies wide- 


the fodder consumed for its production. 
Wherever a farmer sells a portion of the pro- 
duce of his industry, without replacing the 
ash constituents of the articles sold, either 
in the form of suitable fertilizers, he cannot 
prevent his stable manure, for his system of 
operations, becoming by degrees an insuffi 

cient fertilizer, for it does not contain all 
the essential elements in such a proportion 
as his erops for a full repetition require. A 
change in fertilizers 1s equal to a change 
in the composition of the soil, particulariy 

that portion of it which alone counts in the 
course of time. The present condition of 
numerous farms in this and other countries 
is an unmistakible demonstration of this 
fact. The cultivation of meadow land fal- 
low, rotation of crops, superior mechan cal 
preparation of the soil_—in fact, all those 
modes of treatment which aim at a suitable 
development of the latent natural resources 
of the soil,—can at bes only more or less 
delay the time ot its agricultural exhaustion ; 
they cannot prevent that ultimate result. 
To rely on high farming, as a general rule. 
in procuring a sufficient supply of mineral 
plant food from the natural disintegration or 
the soil, has proved to be unaaf.. The com- 
mercial concentrated fertilizera, however, 
furnish excellent means to correct the com- 
position of stable manure, obtained under 
any avstem of agricultural industry. and to 
make it a complete fertilizer for the crops 
under cultivation. The kind of fertilizer 
which a farmer ought to buv is best learned 
from the article he sells. A few analaytical 
statements bearing on that question may 
convey some idea about the amount of the 
kind of plant food contained in 1,000 pounds 
of air dried substance of some prominent 
articles of farm produce :—

potassa, lime, magnesia, sulphuric acid, car- 
bonic acid, water, and some suitable nitro- 
gen compound, as ammonia or nitric acid. 
Our information concerning the require- 
ments for a full development of plants here 
becomes more concise. It tas been proved 
by experiments, that the above named sub- 
stances are not only essential, but of equal 
importance, which means, that in case one 
of them is wanting, the rest cannot act. The 
exact position of other elements, as sodium, 
iron, silicium. chlorine, &e., which are fre- 
quently found in plant ashes, is still less de- 
tined ‘Their functions, in case they have 
any in the vegetable economy, ere siill a 
matter of inquiry; but they are considered 
at present of secondary consequence. 

The observation in practice,—that of two 
crops which require the same essential soil 
constituents, and in a similar obvieus pre- 
portion, one fails where the other still vields 
a satisfactory return,—does not necessarily 
contradict the previous statement. A close 
examination in all instances of that kind 
will show that these plants live either upon 
a quite different stratum of soil, or their 
roots are by nature more or less better fitted 
to absorb toa larger degree the available 
plant food,—they either have more numer- 
ous fi.e rootless, or their roots spread over 
a larger space. ‘The rate of absorption by 
the roots depends on the surface they pre- 
sent to the soil. We find it therefore quite 
natural, that conditions of lands exist where 
potatoes fail and beet roots prosper, and also 
the reverse, or that barley and oats will for 
years prosper where wheat has failed, al- 
though in both instances a similar amount 
of most essential articles of mineral plant 
food are required. ‘The examination of the 
construction and the extension of the roots 
of our farm plants has given most valuable 
suggestions in regard toa suitable system 
of rotation of crops.

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CAN HENS BE TOO FAT TO LAY 
WELL? 


A correspondent writes to the Rural Home 
as follows: Old folks used to say :—If your 
hens are neglected and run down poor, then 
you may get them too fat to Jay, but if you 
raise a lot of pullets and feed them all they 
want to eat, of corn, buckwheat, ashes, 
burned bone, etc., lime in the winter, and 
keep doing so as long as you want them to 
lay, then you will find out as weil as I did 
that you cannot have them too fat to lay. 

I am about sixty-two years old, and have 
experimented with hens more or less for 
twenty-five years. I raise a lot ot pullets 
every summer for layers, und dispose of the 
older ones. I make a net profit on every hen 
of about $1.50, and not counting the manure 
anything ; get 20 cents per dozen for eggs ; 
onan average 20 to 25 cents for chickens 
when they are two months old. I could give 
you a list of particulars of debtor and cred- 
itor, for a number of years, but I don’t think 
it necessary. I will say, however, that I have 
had from twenty-four hens, in one year, 257 
dozen eggs, and raised 70 chickens. That 
vear I had a net profit of a little over $2 per 
hen, not reckoning the manure. 

Mv hens are a mixture or cross of different 
breeds—Hamburgs, Polands and Pheasants 


—lI have no blooded hens of any kind. 
DIFFERENT BREEDS OF FOWLS. 


The amount of food consumed by different 
breeds of fowls, and the relative quantity of 
eggs which they lay has been but little exper- 
imented on. Sull there is no doubt but that 
there is as much difference in poultry in this 
respect as the farm animals. 
Factory contains an artic.e on poultry rais- 
ing, in which we find the results of feeding 
several different treeds, the experiment 
having been instituted this vear : 

Ten pullets each, of five breeds, each within 
a week of being six months old, were placed 
in yards forty feet square, with comfortable 
houses.

They penetrate even 
to the cold Trout brooks and devour the 
young of every species that come in their 
way; so the utterly depopulate the waters 
and cmvert thousands of the finest fishes 
into their own soft muddy tasting flesh. If 
the State would offer a premium of five dol- 
lars a cart load for them it would be money 
well spent. Instead of this these ogres are 
actually protected by laws, and may be taken 
only in certain ways and certain times, under 
penalty of one dollar for each offeuce. Yet 
there is not a fifty cent Pickcrel that has not 
swallowed ten dollars worth of better fish 
than himself. This fish 


greeable and contrary qualities adds the

tendency to multiply females, whereby the 
spawn crop is increased. Among many in- 
dividuals examined last spring it was rare to 
find a male ; not oftener certainly than one 
‘The fortunate repeal last year 
of all laws for their protection has furnished 
much sport to everybody but the Pickerel 
themselves.” 

‘The great question then with all sports-

fishes multiplied is, how to get rid of the 
Pickerel. If there were no better fish, I ad- 
mit that the Pickerel might be spared. But 
He stands 
ut the lower end o1 the scule among Suckers 
and Shiners, without one good quality that 
is not possessed in larger measure by better 
fish. Other states may follow the lead of 
Massachusetts and repeal the laws that pro- 
tect this fish. Then he would be hunted by 
all anglers, at all seasons of the year, and 
his numbers would be so greatly seduced 
that there would |e some chance for other 
fish. Fortunately the Pickerel bite greedily 
in the winter, and they can be taken in much 
greater numbers through the ice with hooks, 
than at any other season. 

If you wish to cultivate Trout in a pond 
that is now occupied by Pickerel, there is 
probably no other way to clear them out but 
to drain the pond, end dry the bottom one 
season. If your pond is so situated that 
you cannot do this you may as well give up 
Trout breeding. , 

If you have a pond of twenty acres or 
more, too warm for Trout to flourish, the 
Pickerel can be utilized as food for Black 
Bass. Put in one or two hundred adult 
Bass, and the days of your Pickerel are 
numbeied. He will thrive upon what ia de- 
struction to most other fish. He is quite as 
voracious as the Pickerel, protects his own 
young, and devours the young of all other 
fish. The Bass will increase as the Pickerel 
wane, and consume the young Pickerel as 
fast as they are hatched. After a few years 
the old Pickerel will be caught out by an- 
glere or die of age. I have no question that 
this is the best use that can be made of all 
waters now stocked with Pickerel. The 
Bass wi!l not exterminste Yellow Perch, 
Roach, Bull Heads, or Eels, but they have a 
sharp eye for Pickcrel, and will speedily re- 
duce their numbers. Thus the muddy, dry, 
insipid flesh of the Pickerel may be trans- 
muted into a first rate table fish, and add
